GEORGE BEST (Manchester United), Outside Left 

If he maintains his present form he could easily become Ireland’s most capped player. 
Although he is young he has already gained 19 caps. Regarded by Manchester United 
manaeer Matt Busby as a great find. Best is probably the most accomplished winger in 
British football today. Another youngster who went straight from school to Old TrafTord 
—another who escaped the Irish League “net". Can play equally well on either flank 
or, if necessary, at inside forward. 

JIMMY GREAVES (Tottenham Hotspur), Inside Right 

Football's most consistent goal-scorer, the first man to score a hundred goals in first- 
class football before reaching the age of 21! First played for England Under-23 team 
after only six games in first-class soccer. Jimmy Greaves has played 47 full internationals 
for England. His first was against Peru in May, 1959. During this six year spell he has 
scored 38 goals, a record for any player in the British Isles since international games 
began in 1883. Greaves has scored 19 goals in 13 home internationals, and 19 goals in 
33 games against foreign teams. His best performance was four against Ireland at 
Wembley in November 1963. 

RAY WILSON (Evcrton), Left Back 

Among the most accurate tacklers in football, Ray Wilson, bom at Shirebrook. near 
Mansfield, first played on the left wing as a lad because he was so tiny his friends 
feared he might get hurt! Later, while working as a railway fireman, and playing in 
junior football, he was recommended to Ray Goodall, former England captain and 
right back, then Mansfield manager. After Wilson’s Army service. Mr. Goodhall, who 
had returned to Huddersfield, in turn recommended him to the Town, whom he had 
rejoined as trainer, and later helped in Ray’s successful switch from the forward line to 
the defence. 

GORDON MILNE (Liverpool), Riuht Half 

Son of Jimmy Milne, Preston North End's manager who is a Scot, Gordon was bom 
in Preston when his father was an outstanding half back for the North End. After 
proving a promising inside right in local schools football, he joined the Preston ground 
staff at 153; became a professional before his national service in the Army. While in 
the services switched successfully to wing half back. Liverpool paid a big fee for his 
transfer and in the First Division as a “link man” Milne has played a notable part in 
his club's success. 


DENNIS LAW (Manchester United) Inside Left 

Back in Manchester after a spell with Torino in Italy, this highly expensive inside- 
forward made history when he signed for United at a £115,000 fee—the biggest sum 
paid by a British club. Record fees are nothing to Law. Four years ago Manchester 
City paid Huddersfield Town £53,000 for this brilliant Scot, and in June 1961, Torino 
paid £90,000 for him. He has represented Scotland in many International matches. 


BOBBY CHARLTON (Manchester United), Outside Left 

Has played in every forward position for England except the right wing, and now has 
59 caps to his credit. Charlton has played against 26 countries, a total beaten only by 
Billy Wright. Wright won 105 caps, played against 28 of the 32 countries England have 
met in full internationals. A former schoolboy international, he comes from a foot¬ 
balling family, being related to "the Milbums”—and his brother John appears regu¬ 
larly for Leeds. Joined United from school and signed professional in October, 1954. 
Won his first England honours in 1958 and now is an integral part of the attack. His 
tremendous shooting power frequently spreads panic in international defences and last 
season it brought him many club goals—mostly from the wing. 

DAVID HERD (Manchester United), Centre Forward 

Needs no introduction to Highbury fans, for Herd was with Arsenal before his departure 
for Old Trafford in 1961 at a £40,000 fee. The son of Alex Herd, the Manchester City 
forward of pre-war days. Herd joined Arsenal from Stockport County in August. 
1954, and four seasons later he won the first of his Scottish International Caps. 

NOBERT STILES (Manchester United), Right Half 

A Manchester product who emerged as England’s top discovery in the 1964-65 season. 
Joined Old Trafford ground staff when he was 15, captained the Youth team, then won 
a regular place in Central League side. Looks fragile, but never have appearances been 
more deceptive. Played inside right in United’s Cup-winning side in 1963. 

GEORGE EASTHAM (Arsenal), Inside Left 

The son of George "Twinkle” Eastham, former Bolton Wanderers, Brentford and 
Blackpool inside-forward, George was born at Blackpool but made his football name 
with Ards, the Northern Irish club, managed by his father. Later transferred to New¬ 
castle and then on to Arsenal. One of Soccer’s most brilliant ball players, Eastham has 
appeared for the Under-23 eleven and has been nominated England reserve on several 
occasions. 


BOBBY MOORE (West Ham United), Left Half 

One of East London’s outstanding post-war products, Moore made a record-breaking 
18 appearances for the England Youth eleven after coming to the fore with the Tom 
Hood’s school, Leyton. On leaving school worked on West Ham ground staff. To 
concentrate upon Soccer turned down an opportunity to join Essex C.C.C. staff. Has 
only one superstition—he always puts on his shorts last! Captain of West Ham. 


JOHN CONNELLY (Manchester United), Outside Left 

Born St. Helens. Like Peter Thompson, plays on opposite flank for his club. Fast, two- 
■tooted player with smooth running action. He cost United £40,000 from Burnley in 
ty&4 and now is a member of all-international club attack. Has gained a good number 
oi caps during his football career and is likely to get many more.

Bom Middlesbrough and transferred from hometown club to Leeds for £53,000 it 
anH ki Pj a y er f° r injuries.

Also kept out of Austria match (1965-66) through a kick on the cal 
muscle. He is very good in the air and sturdy of build. 


MARTIN HARVEY (Sunderland), Right Half 

Is rated as a good defender and a most adaptable player. He is an agressivc, attacking 
wing half with a powerful shot. Discovered in the comparative obscurity of Irish school 
boy soccer. Irish League clubs just cannot understand how he escaped their talent 
spotting dragnet. 

JACKIE CHARLTON (Leeds United), Centre Half 

Ashington-bom and two years older than Bobby. Played for the Football League in 
1957, then had to wait seven years for his next chance. Very powerful in the air and 
frequently used during corner kicks Stepped into England side with Stiles against 
Scotland in April of 1965 and both have played together many times since. 

PETER THOMPSON (Liverpool), Outside Right 

Born Carlisle and transferred from Preston to Liverpool for £40,000 in August 1963. 
He plays on opposite flank for his club but is naturally right-footed. The Brazilians 
hailed him as a second Garrincha after a fine game in Rio in 1964. He now has quite 
a few caps to his credit.
